As  president  and  publisher 
of  the  Mariner  Newspapers, 
Cutler  plans  to  continue  the 
tradition  of  offering  the  best 
local  coverage  possible.  "Our 
credo."  he  said,  "has  always 
been  to  concentrate  on  what 
happens  at  the  community 
level  and  that  will  not 
change.”
